about 10,000 fquare miles. They are bounded on the north and weft by the 

German Ocean; on the fouth and eatt, by Germany. The country is level, full 

of fwamps and moraffes, defended along the fea-coafts by ftrong dykes, and inter- 
fected by innumerable canals. It has no mountains whatever, and but few hills. 

The air is thick, often foggy, and not very healthy, ‘The chief rivers are the 
_ Rhine, the Maas, and the Scheldt. The latter branches out in the United Nether- 
lands into the Eaft and Weft Scheldt (the latter is alfo called the Hond), and dif- 
charges itfelf into the German,Ocean near the iflands of Zealand. Many of the 
fmall lakes are drained from time to time, and turned into gardens, and arable and 
pafture land. 

“Wheat, rye, barley, oats, and flax, are cultivated, but in very fmall quantities. 
Apples, pears, cherries, plums, and other garden-fruits, are very plentiful in many 
parts. Turf, of which they dig great quantities, is ufed for fuel, as a fubftitute 
for wood, of which there is an almoft total failure. The breed of cattle is excellent, 
and a great deal of butter and cheefe is exported. ‘There is no want of horfes, fheep, 
pigs, and many kinds of poultry. In the rivers and brooks there are carp, pike, 
falmon, eels, &c. ; and on the coafts on the North Sea, cod, herrings, and other 
_fith in great abundance. The other productions of this a, are tobacco, — 
iron, and coal.

From the ninth to 
the fourteenth the Netherlands belonged to the German Empire. They. then became 
~ the eee: of the dukes of Burgundy, after whom, in 177, they fell into the 
Houfe of Auftria, During the Burgundian and Spanifh government,

who had embfaced the doétrines of the Reformation, Seven provinces fhook off 
his ‘authority, and united themfelyes into one ftate bythe Union of Utrecht. 

After they became an independent ftate, the office of ftadtholder appeared yone~ 
ceflary. But it was retained, for this reafon, becaufe the people, accuftomed to the 
government of a ftadtholder, would more readily obey him than the ftates, whofe’ 
authority was not yet fufficiently eftablithed. Philip, at his departure from the 
Netherlands, had appointed the Prince of Orange, William I. as ftadtholder over 
Holland, Zealand, and Utrecht. But at the approach of the Duke of Alva, with 
the Spanifh forces i in 1567, he quitted the Netherlands, and, to faye himfelf from 
the impending tempeft, fled into Germany. At length, as very violent meafures 
- were adopted againft him in his abfence, he took up arms, and made feyeral unfuc- 
cefsful attempts to deliver the Netherlands from the tyranny of the Duke of Alva. 
The ¢apture of the town of Briel was the commencement of better fortune ; for, 
efter this circumftance, moft of the towns of Holland and Zealand united with him 
againft the Spaniards,"and (what is very remarkable) he was again acknowledged 
as the king’s ftadtholder in Holland, Zealand, and Utrecht. The two former pro- 
vinces inyefted him with the government as their head and chief magiftrate during 
the war. But his authority was not eftablithed on a folid bafis ; for at this period 
gve find the decrees of the goverfment of Holland paffed fometimes in the name of 
_ the King of Spain, fometimes in the name of the nobility and cities, fometimes in 
the united names of the Prince of Orange, the nobility, and cities, and fometimes 
of the Prince of Orange afone. © ‘This irregularity likewife continued after the 
Union of Utrecht, till the United Provinges had rendered themfelves entirely inde- 
pendegt 6f the King of Spain. Hereupon the authority before exercifed by the 
prince “a in 1582, renewed without limitation of time, andball the public ordi- 
“nances and decrees were paffed in his name. “At length Holland:and:Zealand.con- 
eluded to inveft him with unlimited fovereignty, by the title of Count, and they were 
“preparing to fwear allegiance to him, ites ws sine =e are 
nated the bufinefs withthis life. : 

William 1. is improperly placed among the Biol of hn ovine, 
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fladtholilerthip « over their provinces to Prince Maurice, the fecond fon of the affaf- 
finated Prince of Orange. He was the firft ftadtholder appotnted by the ftates of 
‘individual provinces. After the Earl of Leicefter had refigned his authority, 
Maurice was chofen ftadtholder by Gelderland, Utrecht, and Overyffel, in 1589. 
This dignity he enjoyed over fiye provinces, and after him, his brother Frederic. 
Henry, and the fon of the latter William II. poffeffed the fame. 

William Lewis Count of Naffau, fon of the Count of Naffau-Dillenburg, who: 
was a younger browben of William I. Prince of Orange, obtained the ftadtholder- 
si of Friefland, and foon after of Gréningen. Upon his:death he was fucceeded 

in Friefland by his brother Erneft Cafimir Count of Naflau-Diez;.but Gréningen 
and Drenthe chofe Prince Maurice for ftadtholder, and thus the ftadtholderthip, over 
fix provinces became united in his perfon. After: his: death Count Breath Cafimir 
was chofen ftadtholder likewife over Gréningen and Drenthe. But as the latter loft 
his life at the fiege of Roermonde, his eldeft:fon, Henry Cafimir, became ftadtholder 
of both Friefland and Gréningens Upon his deceafe, Frederic-Henry: Prince of. 
Orange, who was before ftadtholder. of. Gelderland,. Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, 
and Overyffel, endeavoured to fecure the fucceflion to the other two, thinking 
thereby to unite in himfelf the ftadtholderfhip over all the. feven provinces. But he: 
only fecured that of Groningen, whercin he was: followed by his. fon William IL, 
But Friefland chofe for its ftadtholder William-Frederic, brother of Count Henry: 
Cafimir, and after the preniature death, of William II. in 1650, he was likewife. 
elected by the ftates of Gréningen. The ftadtholderfhip over thefe two. provinces. 
has from that time continued without interruption in the male line of this family. 

But after the death of William II. the ftadtholderfhip of the five otheF provinces, 
Gelderland, Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, and Overyfiel, remained vacant. By his: 
quarrels with the ftates of Holland he had made: hitnfelf a great many enemies in 
that province, and upon this account his fon William ITI. was almoft entirely. 
‘exeluded:from the exercife of the dignified funétions of his predeceflors, by. the 
intrigues of the then: Dutch penfionary John de Witt; in thg.firft inftance, by means . 
rr from. the province of Holland to the Protector of England, 
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Similar*commotions, attended by fimilar confequences, took place among. the: inha- 
bitants of Zealand. ‘He was foon after chofen in Gelderland, Utrecht, and Overyflel 
and the ftadtholderthip of all thefe five provinces was made hereditary in his male i 
defcendants. He retained the fame, after afcending the Englifh throne in 1688, 
_ During this period thefe provinces took the opportunity of extending their pof- 
felfions in the Eaft Indies by their wars with Portugal in 1661 and 1669, and 
acquired an extraordinary degree of power and influence in the fcale of European 
politics by means of their immenfe trade, : ; 

Thefe circumftances aroufed. the; jealoufy of Great Britain. and France, which 
engaged the republic in feveral wars, whereby it loft amuch more than it gained. As 
tthe United Netherlands, for their own fecurity, affifted their ftadtholder, Prince 
- William of Orange, in obtaining the Britifh crown, they were by that.ftep drawn 
into the fubfequent very heavy and expenfive wars, on account of the balance of 
“power in Europe, without procuring any advantage to them{elves, cither by the treaty 
of Ryfwick in 1697, or that of Utrecht in 1713. pein 

From this era.the republic has been vifibly on the decline, owing to the decreafe 

of its commerce, and has never been able to attain its former pitch of power. For 
this reafon, notwithftanding it is neceffarily interefted in the affairs of the other 
European ftates, it has avoided as much as poflible engaging in any war. 

William died in 1702, without iffue; whereupon the provinces of Gelderland, 
Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, and Overyffel, left the ftadtholderfhip vacant, although 
che had very ftrongly recommended to that office his coufin and heir. by will, John- 
William Frifo, Prince of Naflau and Orange, at.that time ftadtholder of Friefland, 
and afterwards of Groningen. After a period of feveral years, his fon William- 
Charles-Henry Frifo, who fucceeded him in the two above-mentioned ftadtholder- 
Mhips, was elected to that dignity in Gelderland. The other four provinces pre- 
ferved their former government till France feized the lands of the generality (or the 
provinces which had been conquered by the republic), in the. war of the Auftrian 
ducceflion in.1747- ‘The confequence was, a general, infurreétion of the people of | 

Zealtnd, and afterwards of Holland, by which the ones of thofe provinces were 
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female defcendants, with this provifo, that they mutt profefs the doétrines of Cal- 
vinifm. It was farther fettled} tWAt in cafe the ftadtholderfhip fhould devolve upon 
a minor, during his minority that office fhould be executed by his mother, as long 
as fhe remained a widow, under the title of Governante, and as fuch fhe fhould have 
the right of appointing a general over the forces in cafe of war. Ifa minor fhould 
not have a mother living, the ftates were to appoint a regency. 

William IV. died in 1751, and was fucceeded by his fon William.V.. who was 
little more than three,years old. His mother, a daughter of George II. of Eng- 
land, affumed the authority of governante the very day her hufband died. She fol- 
lowed him in 1759, before her fon came of age. Prince Lewis of Brunfwick, who 
from the year 1750 had acted as general field-marfhal of the United Provinces, 
was appointed regent to the young prince. William V. having attained his. 
eighteenth year in 1766, affumed the exercife of his important offices. 

In the war between England and France, from 1756 to 1762, to the great morti- 
fication of the Englith, the republic remained neutral. It intended to purfue a fimilar 
conduét in the war which broke out between the fame powers in 1778, but was by 
force compelled to become a party therein. England was enraged at not receiving 
the expected afliftance from this ftate, and was ftill more fo, when fhe difcovered: 
that a treaty had been concluded between Holland and the United States of Americayy 
at the very moment when the independence of the latter was acknowledged... Eng- 
land hereupon annulled all her treaties with the republic in. 1780, and. foon After: 
commenced hoftilities, and with the greater fuccefs, as.the latter was entirely unpre- 
pared, and weakened by domeftié parties. The Dutch: fleet, however, under 
Admiral Zoutman, behaved with great gallantry at the battle of the Doggerbank, 
in 1781, againft the Bnglifh. 

Upon the change of the Englith miniftry in 1782, a peace was immediately 
offered to the United Provinces, but they were unwilling to defert France, by whom. 
they had been in fome meafure fupported, and who had retaken from the Englith 

- the fettlements which the Dutch had loft in America. The war therefore continued, 

‘tillit was concluded, in 1783, by the ceflion of Negapatam, and the grant of a Tree.

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“againft the depredations of the Enelith, and that during the war he had not employed 
the navy of the republic with effeét, but had in Part’ caufed and encouraged the 
inactivity of the fame. The oppofitiony eoufifting partly of merchants, partly of 
the magiftracy, feemed bent on limiting the power of the ftadtholder. The Court 
of ‘Berlin did not remaii a paflive {peCtator of thefe proceedings, as William had 
_ married a niece of Frederic If. of Pruffia: The Pruffian minifter at the Hague 
prefented an emphatical memorial againft any diminution of the power of the 
Stadtholder; but it was to no purpofe # matters were carried to fach lengths, that the 
. Stadtholder was deprived of His command at the Hague by the ftates of the province 
of Holland, and fufpended from his office of captain-general. But at length-this 
difpute was fettled: favourably for him by the march ofa body of Pruffian troeps 
into the country. He was thereby reinftated in all the rights and privileges of whiclt 
‘he had betn deprived, befides acquiring the power of making fach alterations in the 
magiftracy of the Dutch towns, as to fecuré a majority in his favour: and the ftadt- 
holderfhip was declared to be virtually a part of®the government’ of each individual 
province, and-of the whole republic of the feven ‘provinces united. 
- Daring thefe commotions in the’ year 1783, the republic was alarmed»by feveral 
demands of the ¢ Emperor Jofeph TI. particularly of a free navigation of the Schelde. 
Hoftilities were on the point of commencing the year following, when, by. the 
mediation of France, an accommodation took place, by which the republic confented 
to a few exchanges fome little conceffions, and the payment of a fum of money, 
“but preferved every thing of confequence, * 

In the year 1795 the French, after conquering both the Dotch and Auftrian 
Netherlands, favoured by a fevere froft, croffed the rivers Waal and Meufe, and 
advanced with fuch rapidity, that in the courfe of a few we@ks the whole of the ~ 
United Provinces * were cither reduced, or had fubmitted to the republican troops.

CCORDING to the ancient government, each of the feven provinces, Gelder. 
«tant, Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, Friefland, Overyffel, and Groningen, con- 
ftituted an independent republic, and had its peculiar form of government. The 
higheft authority in each province was in the hands of the ftates, or provincial ftates. 
The provincial ftates. of each province affembled . annually, and in ‘Holland every 
quarter of a year. “In moft provinces there were two permanent cones for tranfact- 
ing the daily bufinefs of the provinces; the one for the affairs of government, the 
other for civil cafes. But by the union of Utrecht all the feven provinces were 
‘hited into one ftate; and no fingle province could decide either upon war or peace, 
or many otli€r points {pecified by*the Union: They had likewife one general ‘col- 
lege of government, compofed of the deputies from each province, who always 
aflembled gt the Hague, and were called the States General of the United Nether- 
lands. They were entitled High and mighty Lords; the ftates of Holland, Néble 
high and mighty “Lords; and the ftates of the other provinces, Noble mighty 
Lords. ie Sci 
The offices of the Stadtholder were, the command of the arm ad fleet ; the 
infpeétion over the execution of the laws P the prefervation of domeftic tranquillity ; , 
and the direétion of the courts of juftice, poft-office, andspolice. He had neither 
feat nor vote at the affembly of the States General; but on the other hand, prefided 
at the council of fat, which confifted of twelve deputies from the feven provinces, 
who’ managed the financial and military affairs, and executed the decrees of the 
States General. “His*title was, Hereditary Stadtholder, hexeditary ~~ arcane 
2 and Admiral of the United P jinces *, legumes ma A 


‘The revenues paid into the common ote of alll the feven provi ie " a 
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trom 24 to ae and eleven. loops Beis 412 to 20. In the laft canines hou the 
year 1660, it was twice as ftfong. But fince the commencement of the prefent war . 
their naval force has dwindled away to a fhadow of what it was formerly, and at 
prefent confifts of feven or eight fhips of the line, and a few frigates. All the reft 
have been at different ‘times either taken or deftroyed by the Englith. 

_ The lofs of their navy and foreign fettlements may reafohably be “fuppofed to 
have caufed a proportionable diminution of their commerce!® Being unable to afford 
proper convoys to their‘foreign trade, their Eaft and Weft India thips and Green- 
landmen are continually falling sa Prey to the vigilance of the Britith cruifers fia» 
tioned to intercept them:

‘In thofe parts of the Netherlands which the Seven Provinces had fubite, and 

were called+the Lands of the Generality, the governmefit in military affairs was in 

_ the hands of the gdVernors of the towns, and in civil matters of the deputies whom 
the States General fent thither annually. - 

Moft of the inhabitants of the United’ Netherlands adhere t6 the doétrines of Cal 
vinifm as _fettled at the couneil of Dortrecht in 1618. Each alvinift congrega- 
tion has one or more minifters, and feveral elders and deacons. Thefe together 
compofe the council, Over the councils are claffes, which are meetings held three 
or four times a yearin a diftria, containing a number of congregations, each of 
which fends as its deputies one minifter and one elder.

IE inhabitants of Helvetia, ilisaduis from the "fame ftock as the angient ” 
, inhabitants of the neighbouring countries, Germany and France, were brought 
at er fubjegtion to the Romans by Julius Czfar, about fifty years before the birth 
"of Chritt, They remained under their « dominion till the fifth century, in which 
the Chriftian religion made a prpgrefs amongft them. For feveral centufies after- 
wards, Helvetia, as part of the German Empire, was fubjeét to the German * 
emperorgs Several towns and diftri¢ts by degrees obtained confiderable privileges, 
which were confirmed to them by the Emperor Rudolph of Habfburg. His fon 
Albert fuffered his deputies to violate the fame in fuch a manner, that three cantons, 
Switz, Uri, and Unterwalden, threw off their allegiance to him, and in 1315 
entered into a perpetual Igague with each other for the prefervation off their liberty : 
this was called the Swifs League, from the canton of Switz. In 1332 Lucern 
joined this confederacy, in 351 "Ziarich and Glams, and in 1352 aug and Bern; 
Freyburg and Solothurn: weve admitted in 1481, Bafil. and Schaffhaufen im B5Or, 
and Appenzel in 1513. Thefe Thirteen United Cantons, the firft eight of which 
are called the Old Cantons, from time to time conquered feveral fmall neigtvorring 
tes which are till fubje@& to them. Several cities god counties likewife joined 
different cantons, andgare called the confederated places. The Thirteen Cantons, 
thofe in alliance with them, were declared an independent republic at the peace

The inhabitants of Switzerland adhere partly to Calvinifm*, partly to the 
Catholic religion‘+. The Calvinifts are united by the Helvetic Confeflion. With 
refpect to the church difcipline, every republic arid every town has its particular 
regulations. The principal of the Calvinift clergy are called deacons, and antiftites, 
or preachers. The Catholics, in {piritual and ecclefiaftical matters, are under the 
bifhops of Conftance, Chur, Bafil, Laufanne, Sitten, and Como, and fome under 
the Archbifhop of Milan.

y TALY, together with the iflands belonging thereto in the Mediterranean Sea, lics 
between 3° 40’ and 10° 20’ eaft longitude from Ferro, and between 36° and 
46° 50’ north latitude. The continent borders partly on France, on Switzerland, 
and Germany ; but the greater part is furrounded by the Mediterranean Sea, which: 
forms the Adriatic Sea, or Gulf of Venice, on the north-eaft fide of Italy. The 
continent and iflands together contain about 115,000 fquare miles. Both the cons 
tinent and larger iflands are mountainous; the {aller are in general. the fummits of 
rocks, ftanding above the fea, the lower part of which is covered with a fertile 
foil. The vallies and plains between the ridges. of mountains, and likewife the 
lower part of the mountains themfelves, are in general very fruitful. The principal. 
mountains are, the Alps, along the borders of France, Switzerland, and Germany’; 
and the Appenines, which run along the coaft of Genoa, and then through the, 
midft of the country the whol¢ length of Italy ; Cenis, between Savoy and Pied- 
mont, and Mont Blanc, in Piedmont, belonging to the Alps, are remarkable for 
their extraordinary height ; aad Mount Vefuvius, in Naples, and Etna, in Sicily, as 
volcanos. Mount Vefuvius has a fubterranean communication with the fmoking 
valley of Solfatara, which contains great quantities of fulphur, The chief rivers. 
are the Po, the Adige, the Tiber, and the Arno, The two former rife in the Alps, 
the firft in Savoy, the fecond in Tyrol, and both run into the Gulf of Venice. 
The Tiber and Arno rife in the Appenines, and run into the fea of Tufcany ; the 
former near Rome, the latter near Pifa, The moft confiderable lakes are, Lago 
Maggiore, Lago di Lugano, Lago di Como, all three on the borders of Switzer- 
land ; Isa and Lake Garda, in the territory of Venice, on the borders of Tyrol—The 
air is very, various, but in general warm aad healthy ; in the fouthern parts very hot; 
in the middle of the peninfula, likewife in Sardinia, and fome other diftricts,

HE firft inhabitants of the continent of Italy came partly from the adjacent 
northern countries beyond the Alps, partly from Greece. When the Roman 
fepublic was founded, 753 years before the birth of Chrift, it was inhabited by 
EH Samnites, Hetrufci, Latins, Greeks, and other nations, all of whom were 
by degrees overpowered by the Romans. All Italy remained fubject to them till 
the fifth century. The Chriftian religion began to extend itfelf as early as the time 
of the Apoftles. In the fifth and fixth century German nations, namely, Weft 
Goths, Heruli, and Eaft Goths, by turns made themfélves mafters of great part 
of Italy, and in the year 476 overturned the weftern Roman empire. In the upper 
part of Italy the Lombards, a German nation, erected a fepatate kingdom, and 
part of middle and lower Italy became fubje@t to the Greek emperors. After the 
deftrudtion of the kingdom of Lombardy’ by Charles the Great, king of the Franks, 
who affumed the title of Roman Emperor in the year 800, the greater part of Italy 
was for many years fubject to the German emperors. In procefs of time arofe in 
the upper part the independent republics of Venice and Genoa, which became rich 
and powerful commercial ftates, and likewife- feveral dutchies | and principalities,

The Normans took 
poffeffion of the fouthern part in the: year 1000, and founded the kingdom of 
Naples, which became a fief of the Papal fee, and fince 1 goo has been governed by 
a branch:of the royal family of Spain. 

In the year-1797 the French, to appearance bent on revolutionizing all the ftates 

of Europe, made themfelves mafters of Savoy and Piedmont, and in fhort of all 
Lombardy, including likewife the republic of Venice. By their treaty with the 
Emperor the fame year at Campo Formio, the city and territories of that republic, 
excepting fome of the iflands, were cededéto Auftria. 
. The year following they found a pretext for marching againft Rome, of which 
they took poffffion, and then proceeded againft the Neapolitan dominions. After 
a feeble refiftance from the Neapolitan army, moft of the officers of which had been 
beforehand gained over to the French intereft, the King was i to quit Naples, 
and take refuge at Palermo, in Sicily. 

But the arrival of a Ruffian army in Italy completely difconcerted their ambitious 
views. Notwithftanding the moft obftinate refiftance, in the campaign of 1799 the 
French loft all their conquefts in Italy, with the exception of the city of Genoa. 
They were driven out of Naples, and the Emperor recovered his dominions in Lom- 
bardy. The Pope, Pius VI. “died during thefe difturbances foon. after which 
Rome was retaken from the French, but a fuceeffor to the Papal chair has not. -yet 
been elected. e
